1876 
application was made to the department to 
have the claim recognized.

BARRIOS’ BREAK. 


& FUTILE EFFORT TO CONSOLI- 
DATE CENTHAL AMERICA. 


President Barrics, of Gautamala, Declares Himself 
Commander of the Forces of allthe Republics, 
Sut they Repudiate His Prete ntions— 
Other News from Central America. 


Nicaragua, March 12.—Active war prepa- 
rations are being made throughout the coun- 
try. The government has now several thous- 
and men ready to send to the frontier. Strean- 
uous efforts to resist Barrios are being made in 
Costa Rica, and a large number of soldiers are 
reedy to move at short notice. Great enthusi- 
£6m is manifested, and confidence in the final 
result is displayed. It is thought very proba- 
ble in some quarters that Guatemala will con- 
sider the matter before attempting coercive 
measures, and that a friendly solution of the 
difficult problem of uniting the five states may 
be arrived at 

THE THE MOVEMENT. 

On the fifth of March, President Barrios, of 
Gautemala, declared in the assembly of that 
country that Central America should consti- 
tute one republic, and at the same time he 
made &@ public announcement that he would 
assume the command ofall the military forces 
of the various states. This declaration was 
accepted by Honduras, but¥was rejected by 
San Salvador, Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The 
lorces of Guatemala began immediately to 
march against San Salvador. The people of 
the latter republic rose as one man 
to resist the invasion, and yesterday 
Guatemala ceased hostilities. President Bar- 
rios, however, sent a request to President 
Soldivar, of San Salvador, that the latter 
country should appoint two coramissioners, 
who should proceed to Guatemala, with power 
to treat in the present crisis. . Whether the 
request will receive any attention has not yet 
been known. Meanwhile President Saldivar 
had telegraphed an account of the situation to 
General Diaz, president of Mexico, and had 
asked him to use his influence to prevent 
bloodshed. In answer to this General Diaz 
sent the following telegram to . President 
Saldivar: 

‘Your telegram‘of the 7th inst. is understood.

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THE HAZEN COURT-MARTIAL.

What General Hazen Admits in Regard to 

_ _, the Charges Aguinst Him. 

Ww ASHINOTON, Match 12.—In the Hazen 
court MErtial to-day, the judge advocate read 
the court the admissfon of tacts promised by 
the acctited yesterday, The accused admits 
that, in bis annual report of October 15, 1834, 
he used the langua t eut.in the first spaci- 
fication. He also admits that without authori- 
gation by the secretary of war, and without 
request from the latter, he (the accused) ad- 
dressed to the secretaryofwar a communica- 
tion containing the language set out in the 
third specification, 

Counsel for the accused stated that it was 
the purpose of the defense, yesterday, to ex- 
tend the admissions beyond what had been 
admitted, but that upon a comparison of the 
third spé@cification with the documents to 
which it refers, they decided not to make the 
adinissieus they had intended to make. 

The judge advocate said that this change of 
purpore@en the part of the defense made it 
necess&ipuar him to bring another witness 
into court, and thus delay the court somewhat. 

The president of court interrupting the 
judge a@Voetate, said: : 

I dop’t see how you can require more than 
has be@ P@one. If they say they won’t admit 
apythimg further, you can’t make them, and 
there’s BOuse talking about it.’’ 

The ja@ge advocate then introduced in evi- 
dence the annual report of General“Hazen, of 
October 15,1884, and the letter of General 
Hazen to the secretary of war of February 17, 
1883. Upon the language in both of which 
the chatge against General Hazen is in part 
based. 

The first witness for the prosecution, Ru- 
dolph itaufiman, reporter of the Evening 
Star of this city,was then called.

The witness testified that the arti- 
cle was Writen from memory of the conversation 
he having taken no notes; that it represented 
the substance of what was said, and that there 
was no injunction on the part of General Haze 
against the publication of the conversation. 
Upon cross-examination the witness said that 
he did not tell General Hazen at the time that 
the conversation was to be published, and 
General Mazen did not request ifs publication. 
On redirect examination witness said that 
General ilazen knew he was reporter for the 
Star.

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MACKIN SENTENCED. 
Chicago Ballot Box Stuffers Go to Pon- 
itentiary, 

Curca@od, March 12.—In the U 
circuit court, efter hearing elaborate 
ments fora new trial in the case of Joseph C. 
Mackin #i.d William Gallagher, who were 
found gu 27 in the 18th ward election fraud 
Cassy. he Diotzetttenied the motion for-s 
new trial. Hie then ordered the prisoners to 
stand beforethe bar, and formally sentenced 
each to two years imprisonment in Joliet, and 
also imposed a fine of $ on each. He 
then ordered them into the custody of the 
United States marshal, and deferred the date 
of their removal to Joliet for ten days.

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EXPENSIVE PROHIBITION. 


The Cost of Enforcing the Prehibition Laws 
in Maine, 

PorRTLAND, Me., March 12.—It is said that 
the efforts ofthe Rev. H. C. Munson to enforce 
the prohibitory law will prove too expensive to 
the tax payers ofthis county. Since January he 
has taken out 619 warrants, seizures have been 
made in 437 cases, and in 182 cases no liquors 
have been found. Out of the 437 seizures but 
29 persons have been brought before the court, 
and ofthese 14 have been convicted. One paid 
$100 and $6 cost and thirteen appealed. This 
work has cost the country $2,559. During 
this time the liquordeputies made seventy 
five other seizures and at a cost to the country 
of $412. This cost, imposed on the county by 
Mr. Munson, is at the rate of $15,000a year, 
the entire tax levy of the county this year 
being $30,000. A strong pressure will be 
brought to bear on Muuson to induce him to 
abandon his present plan, and considerable 
alarm is expressed at the probable result if he 
applies the full rigor of law for the suppres- 
sion of the liquor traffic. His friends 
eay that of the 13 appealed cases all will prob- 
ably be decided in favor of the county, so that

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THE GREAT CRISIS. 


WHICH EXISTS BETWEEN ENG- 
LAND AND RUSSIA, 


An Extraordinary Meeting of the English Cabinet, 
at Which it is Supposed Energetic Resolu- 
tions were Taken-Thse Situation 
Throughout Burope, Ete, Bte. 


Lonpox, March 12.—The cabinet meeting 
at noon; to-day—an unusual hour—at once 
attracted attention, and reports quickly spread 
that acrisis was being considered. Interest 
in the meeting soon became general and in- 
tense. This was warranted fby several inci- 
dents which preceded and attended the coun- 
ceil. Immediately before the confer- 
ence, Colonel George Amande, equerry 
in chief to the queen, called 
upon Mr. Gladstone, and had a long interview 
with him. Among the rumors to which this 
gave rise was one to the effect that her majesty 
had been advised that the Indian situation 
was grave and required vigorous action, and 
that the queen had rather urgently insisted on 
her government doing something. This and 
simoilar stories attracted a large crowd to Down- 
ing street, and before the cabinet had been long 
in session, the prime minister's official resi- 
dence wes surrounded by a largecrowd. It is 
not publicly knewn what the ministers have 
done at to-day’s meeting. It _is reported, 
however, thet they decided to address a scri- 
ous representation to the Russian government, 
that if through any Russian advance, in Af- 
ghanistan, a conflict results withthe ameer’s 
troops, Russia must accept the consequences, 
as England is bound to guard the Afghan ter- 
ritory. 

THE PENSIONERS O RDERED OUT. 

The government has ordered the naval and 
military pensioners at Portsmouth stock yard 
to be in readiness for medical inspection. This 
is the first time such an inspection has been 
ordered since.the Crimean war. There is a 
report to the effect thatthe channel fleet has 
been ordered to the Mediterranean.

A NICARAGUAN COMPLICATION, 


Guatemala has for a number of years been 
ruled by an ambitious, wealthy and capable 
man, Barrios. President Barrios is also a 
bold and unscrupulous man. Gaatemala is 
pliogether the strongest of the Central Ameri- 
can states, and it has long been the dream of 
President Barrios to unite all of them in one 
confederation. He evidently thought volun- 
tary action on the part of Honduras, San 
Salvador, Nicaragua and (Costa Rica an im- 
probability, for he proceeded to ‘‘decree’’ an 
union of the five states, and by proclamation 
to install himself as their executive. His 
army is to enforce the proposed union. In 
other words, he proposes toconquer Casta 
Rica, Nicaragua, San Salvadorand Honduras, 
and add their territory to that of Guatemala. 
Weak as the four states are, the bold chief- 
tain of Guatemala will find that he las a job 
on his bands of pretty large dimensions. The 
four states will resist the usurpation, and 
they will call in all the assistance they can 
muster. 

President Barrios is inimical to the Nicara- 
gua canal project, and it is thought he issued 
the proclamation when he did in order tonip 
that project in the bud. It is perhaps fortu- 
mate that the senate did not ratify the canal 
treaty, for it would at once have involved 
this country in Central American politics. 
By the terms of the treaty, it would have be- 
come our duty to build and defend the 
cana), and that would haye led to war with 
Barrios.

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SELF-EDUCATION, 

There are many boys and young men in 
Georgia and «ll over the country to whom 
the quesiion of education presents itself in 
the shape of aserious problem, They lack 
means #8 well as opportunity. They feel 
that, in order to properly equip themselve:, 
they need something more than a common 
school education; but they lack the means. 
They feel the necessity for adding. to their 
acquirements, but they are compelled t» 
face the more pressing necessity of existence. 
They must live, and if they live they must 
work. ‘hey feel that they are handicapped 
by their condition. 

It is natural that ambitious young men 
and boys should feel cramped by the misfor 
tune which compels them to become 
breadwinners atthe age when their more 
fortunate acquaintances and companions are 
just beginning toenjoy the advantages of 
those to whom al] theavenues of education 
are open. Their anxiety is natural under 
the circumstances, but it is very doubtful 
whether their cramped condition—their lack 
of opportunity—places them at any disad- 
vantage. The most successful men—the 
men who are :nost famous in the world’s his- 
tory—are, al:inost without exception, men 
who have overcome the obstacles and tri- 
umphed over the misfortunes that beset 
them in early life. 

The president of 
recent lecture in 
difference between 


Dartmouth college, in a 
Boston, declared that the 
‘“‘self-education”’ and 
‘school education’? is merely a super- 
ficial distinction. “All real educa- 
tion,’ he is reported as saying, ‘‘all highest 
education in whatever line, is all self-educa- 
tion.”’ This is suggestive. Unquestionably 
inclination is rarer than opportunity; incli- 
nation is everything. A boy or young man 
who is deiermined to succeed in life is bound 
to succeed. A boy or young man who is de- 
termined to rerzp the benefits of the highest 
education will find that the way is open to 
him even though he should never get in 
sight of acollegeor a university. The boy 
or ycung man who possesses all the advanta- 
ges that are to be found in our institutions 
of learning vill never acquire a useful edu- 
cation unless he has the ambition to educate 
himself, : | 

The sysiem and discipline of colleges are 
helpful and important, but there can be no 
Coubt that the advantages of college educa- 
tion are greatly overestimated. They are 
overestimate: because the great majority of 
boys who goto cellege are impressed with 
the idea—the superstition, we had almost 
said—that, in order to succeed, in order to 
secure a substantial education, they have 
only to obey the rules and follow the routine 
laid down. A young man could not makea 
greater mistake than this. Let the system of 
the college be all that can be desired—let its 
faculty be composed of the foremost educa- 
tors of their time—and they will still fail to 
educate those who do not educate themselves, 

The fact that a young man has graduated 
from some educational institution is no evi- 
dence that he will not failin life. He may 
graduate ever: with the highest honors and 
still prove to be a practical failure so far as 
conspicuous st in life is concerned. On 
the other hand, a young man to all 
appearances, has had few opportunities and 
no advantages, may make his way, not oaly 
to success in the ordinary sense of that word, 
but to fame. He succeeds, not because of 
the obstacles which have been placed in his 
way, but in spite of them. He would have 
succeeded if he bad had every advantage. 
A college education would have been helpful! 
to him, but he found the lack of it noserieas 
drawback. 

The moral of all this is, that young men 
who are ambitious should make the most of 
the opportunities that lie- directly at hand. 
They may be small opportunities, to be sure, 
but a small opportunity may grow to be a 
very large one. Let those young men who 
imagine that they lack opportunity, or who 
believe that circumstances haye consrired to 
place them at a disadvantage do the best they 
can, and they will find that they have done 
the best. The secret of success is an open 
one. Hard work, and application in a given 
direction, will accomplish anything,

It is now twenty years since the war ended, but 
we are not much better prepared to write an im- 
partial history of the great struggle than we were 
the day after the surrender. Many of the most 
prominent actors in that stirring period are still 
on the stage, and they view the war from such 
widely different standpoints that it is impossible 
to reconcile their testimony. The war papers now 
running through The Century bid fair to cause 
more bitter feeling and strife than anything 
that has been published in a score of years. 
If no two witnesses ofa street fight can tell precisely 
the same story, how can two generals or two 
soldiers agree upen the details of a great battle? 
Napoleon called the most finished modern history

ENGINEERS OF THE EAST TEN- 
‘_NESSEE THREATEN TO QUIT 
Why They Feel Themselves Aggrieved—The ‘Story 
From Both 8 des—Efforts of the Brothtrhood 


to Adjust the General 
Macon Matters—Personal, 


-Macox, Ga., March 12,—[{Special.]—For some 
weeks past trouble has been brewing between the 
engineers and the authorities of the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad. Mr. Joe Por- 
ter, engineer on the Savannah, Florida and Wes- 
tern railroad, and chairman of the committee on 
grievances of the brotherhood, came to Macon 
yesterday to confer with the officers of the road. 
A brief outline of the position of the engineers is 


as follows: 
An agreement was made with the road last sum- 


mer, by which the engineers were to receive four 


cents per mite for milesrun, It is claimed that 
this arrangement was made upon a basis of steady 
runs. The runs have not been stéady, but the 
engineers have been"subjected to long waits and 
delays caused by awaiting orders or obeying Or- 
ders. It is also claimed that many injustices have 
been done the engineers. Among these, that 
charges against the men under the old adminis- 
tration have been taken up by the new and acted 
on again, and the men suspended or discharged. 

The road’s position is,that when Superintendent 
Fry assumed control on the first of January, he 
immediately set about bringing affairs into first- 
class business shape. The contract with the en- 
gineers has been strictly carried out, and no dis- 
charges for offenses already punished have been 
mmade. Further, that all suspensions or discharges 
have been made for violations of well-known 
rules, and that discipline on the road could not 
have been maintained by retaining the offenders. 

At half past two o’clock to-day, a meeting was 
held at the general office of the railroad company 
on Fourth street. Mr. Porter, master of trains, J. 
A. Garner, foreman of shops, Eaves, and mast” 
er machinist W. A. Walden, of Atlanta, were 
present. 

Mr. Porter presented the case of the engineers, 
and requested that the suspended and discharged 
men be restored to their places. He intimated 
that if the request were not complied with, a 
etrike of all the engineers on all the company’s 
line would result. 

Mr. Walden, who employs the engineers, said 
that he could not grant the request unless order- 
ed to do so by Superintendent Fry. 

Mr. Porter telegraphed Mr. Fry, requesting him 
tocome to Macon to-night. He replied, saying 
that he could not do so. 

Up to midnight to-night there were no further 
developments, 

An Injunction Served. 

THE SOUTHERN TELEGRAPH COMPANY TO CONTEST 
THE TAX—WHAT MANAGER EARNEST 
SAYS. 

Macon, Ga., March 12.—[Special.]|—It is known 
to the public that the Southern telegraph com- 
pany isin the hands of a receiyer. The license 
tax on telegraph companies in this city is $500 per 
year. When Manager J.S. Ernest, of the South- 
ern, was called on for the tax, he refused te pay it, 
offering as a reason that he had been enjoined 
by the United States court from payiug 
moneys to any person but the _ receiver. 
The city authorities let the matter stand until the 
10th instant, when it was thought the court would 
allow the tax to be paid. It was not paid on that 
day, and six deys more were given the company 
at the expiration of which, if the tax was not 
paid, Chief Wiley was ortered to close the office. 
In the meantime, an injunction was obtained in 
Atlanta against the city from Judge Boarman. I¢ 
was served to day. 

Meneger Ernest wes interyiewed this afternoon. 
He said that the receiyer would contest the pay- 
ment of the tax upon the ground that it is extor- 
tionate. He also saidthatin-no other city in the 
south was the company required to pay so largea 
tax; that biscompany had been of benefit to the 
city in forcing the Western Union to reduce rates; 
and that the city ought to make some recognition 
of this benéfit and others. 

Chief Wiley was also seen. He said that he 
woula obey the injunction, but that he did not 
consider the tax teo heavy. The same amount 
had been promptly paid by the Western Union, 
and had been required of that company for many 
yeers.

As [ 
write I have arevolyer on the table before mé 
and a Winchester rifle within reach. I neverjgo 
down into the mine unarnred or leave the house 
withouta mozo toaccompanyme, When I ride 
out I ‘wear’ a caribine and two revolvers. My boy 
bebind me is similarly provided. Ona long trip 
it is advisable to take twoboys. Ifyou have to 
discharge a man for some reason or other he takes 
it as a personal insult, and would attempt to cut 
you down or shoot ou en the 
spot if he were not airaid of your 
superior equipment. The ordinary Mex- 
icen will rarely attempt your life unless he is safe 
behind you and can make good his escape if he 
should happen to miss you. We therefore never 
ride unattended. Most of the Americans who 
bave lost their Jives here have been shot down by 
theirown boys from pehind. Among the lower 
classes there is much bloody work, as the miners 
émble and drink heavily.

The fears that were expressed when Mr, Cleve- 
land invited two southern senators to places in 
his cabinet that the ‘‘clamorous south’’ would 
overwhelm the administration in the pursuit of 
offices do not scem to be in a way to be justified. 
Reports from ail sources, even in the journals most 
solicitous for Mr. Cleveland’s safety from the pre- 
dicted onslaught, agree that the number of men 
from the south seeking office in Washington is far 
less than the number from other states.

New Or.ieans, March 12.—The murderers of 
“Cap’’ Murphey were brought into the crim- 
inal court on a metion fora newtrial. Judge 
Baker, after the conclusion of the argument, 
overruled the motion and proceeded to pass sen- 
tence upon the prisoners. #m doing so he stated 
that the jury had displayed unmerited leni- 
excy in making up their verdict.

THE RAILROAD STRIKES. 


FREIGHT STILL BLOCKADED IN 
THE WEST. 


The Wabash Road Held at Bay by the Strikers- 
" Determ 


ination te Hold Out Until all Bands 
Secure Their Rights—The Situation in 
Texas and Other Points West. 


St. Lovis, March 12.—The Missouri Pacific 
shop men held a meeting last night, and for- 
mally decided, in view of the action of the 
company in restoring the wages, they would 
not strike. Everything is quiet about the 
railroad shops here this morning. The men 
arc all at work, and seem to be entirely satis- 
fied with the action of the company yesterday 
in restoring their wages. The strikers at 
Hannibal, Mo., have been joined by the sec- 
tion men of the woodworkers, and now num- 
ber about seventy-five. No freight trains are 
allowed to move on the Missouri, Karzsas and 
Texas railroad, but passenger trains are unin- 
terrupted, General business is suffering, and 
a good deal of discontent is becoming manifest 


among the laborers in the lumber yard, who 
had their wages reduced recently. 


The Kanusas City strikers. 

Kawsas City, Mo., March 12.—The Missoun 
Pacific officials made no move to-day toward 
paying off and discharging the strikers, though 
reports of such intention were in circulation 
throughout the day. The paymaster returned 
direct trom Atchison to St. Louis, and no effort 
was made here to move the freight trains. A 
committee of strikers left to-night for Sadalia, 
where, with the cemmittees from other points, 
they will hold a conterence with Mr. Hayes. 


A Conference with the Strikers, 

Moreriy, Mo., March 12.—A conference 
between the committee of strikers and the 
managers of the Missouri car company, les- 
sees of the Wabash shops, has been held. The 
managers stated to the men that ifthey would 
resume work at the cut rates their wages 
would be increased according to their worth. 
This proposition was rejected by the commit- 
tee, who said the men would not go to work 
until an arrangement was made that was 
satisfactory to the workmen all along the line. 
It is not unlikely that the contract between 
the Wabash company and the lessees of the 
shops here will be cancelled if the managers 
do not commence work in a very few days. 
Quite a number of workmen here are making 
arrangements to move to other places where 
employment may be had. 


The Air Filled With Rumors. 


filled with all sorts of wild rumors, The 
strikers claim that a compromise has been 
offered by Governor Brown, representing the 
railroad company, to restore the old wages of 
last October, with a possible increase. Goy- 
ernor Brown denies the statement, and says 
the railroad company will not negotiate with 
the strikers, because they are not law-abiding, 
honest citizens, and the railroad could not 
trust them under the circumstances. 


Another Point Taken, 

Preasant Hitt, Mo., March 12.—A strike 
commenced here this morning, and the shops 
end yards are in possession of the mob. 
Trouble is expected. The military are still out 
fifteen miles west of here. 

The Federal Marshals Resisted 

HannipaL, Mo., March 12.—United States 
Marshal Cousins reached here this morning 
with a strong force of deputies to protect the 
Wabash railroad property. Train Master 
Ritch also arrived, bringing four engines from 
Springfield, to move about 100 loaded cars, 
held by the _ strikers, These were 
met by the strikers, who refused to allow the 
engines ta’go to the Miesouri, Kansas and 
Texas yards for cars. Two of the laborers 
were arrested, the locomotive they permitted 
to pass, but the engineers refused to run their 
engines without permission from the strikers. 
The police then boarded one of the locomo- 
tives, ran it to the yards and got out one train, 
which started east this afternoon. The regu- 


‘engines, and work progressed. The strikers 
are very indignant at the police.

No Change in Affairs 

Sepatia, Mo., March 12.—There is no 
change in the condition of afiairs here. The 
streets of the city are as quiet as on Sunday, 
and scarcely any business is being done. Ad- 
jutant-General Jamison is here again, and 
with a police force is endeavoring to move the 
freight trains. Five attempts were made and 
each time strikers requested the engineers not 
to move their engines and the request was 
com plied with. 

Again this evening the adjutant general at- 
tempted in connection with Superintendent 
Hayes, to get out a freight train, but, at the 
request of the strikers, the engineer left the 
engine. The strikers’ committee, which went 
to Jefferson City to see the governor, report 
that the governor told them that they had a 
right to use persuasion, and as long as they 
used no other means to stop the trains they 
would go unmolested. The state labor com- 
missioner has urged the strikers to return to 
work. 


The Strike in Texas. 

Dentson, March 12.—The Missouri Pacific 
railroad made no attempt to move freight 
trains to-day. The company has notified the 
strikers of this discharge by posting notices on 
the doors ofthe shops and roundhouses, re- 
questing them tocall and get their money. 
Only one man so far has complied. No arrests 
have been made, as the officers of the road do 
not know the men offending, and can find no 
one who dares to tell who they are, or make 
affidavits. Governor Ireland’s proclamation 
has had no effect. 


The Pittsburg Strikers, 
PittsnurG, March I2.—There is no special 
features in the miner’s strike to-day, except 
the Castle Skannon forces joining in the de- 
mend for three cents. The operators assert 
that the extent of the strike is greatly exager- 
ated and that fully two-thirds of the river 
mines are still in operation. There is no in- 
dication of weakening on either side. Thus 
far the strike bas been conducted quietly and 

no fears of trouble are entertained.
